Calder's Park - Wandamere Resort

Just two blocks south of where our token club meets is the site of one of the first 




amusement parks in Utah history.

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In the early 1860's, Utah pioneers George 
Calder, wife Mary and brother David bought 
110 acres of marshland just south of Salt 
Lake City's farming area, at 2700 S. and 
700 E. The Calders had been looking for a 
property close to the fast growing 
population, to provide outdoor recreation 
to the local residents. The family set to 
work clearing the land with mule teams 
and turned the natural spring into a man¬ 
made lake.

When Calder's Park opened to the public in 1864 it had a final size of 64 acres, there was a 
lake for boating, swimming, bridle paths and a picnic area. Over the years were added a 
dance pavilion, a shoot-the-chutes ride, horse racing track, swimming pool, roller coaster, 
baseball field, a merry-go-round, a scenic railroad, live theater, bandstand, shooting gallery, 
bowling lanes, roller skating rink, many food vendors and carnival games. A bicycle racing 
Velodrome was later replaced with a motorcycle racing Motordrome, the first of its kind 
between the Mississippi and California. 















































































The park passed through several owners till in 1891 the Rapid Transit Street Car Co. 
purchased it and installed a direct trolley line running to downtown. 1903 saw the 
management taken over by Jake Bergerman, owner of Utah Liquor Co. Bergerman will be 
familiar to many collectors as he produced a variety of tokens, mirrors, pinbacks and crockery 
for advertising. He lost no time in adding a saloon to Calder's, as well as a bar at Lagoon. The 
move into the amusement park business boosted Bergerman's liquor empire until 1917 when 
Governor Bamberger passed a Utah prohibition act. Bergerman sold out his stock and moved 
into real estate and furniture sales. 


The first decade of the 20th century was a 
beehive of activity. Brass bands on the weekends, 
musicals and dance concerts. William Jennings 
Bryan campaigned for President there. 
Reenactments of famous naval battles were 
staged on the lake with miniature boats and 
pyrotechnics. Utah's very first automobile race 
was held there in 1904; the winner managed a 
blistering speed of 30 miles per hour. Two 
motorcycles tried to race at the same event, but 
both broke their chains at the starting line. At its 
peak, Calder's attracted over 100,000 visitors a 
year. 

The Calder's Park token that I own is from this era, circa 1906. 

The M. Levy on the token stood for Morris Levy; he joined the 
management around this time. Mr. Levy was a very interesting 
person, the president of the Jewish congregation Montefiore. He 
was a prize fight promoter and managed his families' saloon at 
379 S. State Street. 


















During the year of 1909 the park was renamed Wandamere Resort, allegedly meaning 
peaceful lake. About 1911 the Motordrome was built, a high banked wooden track where 
lightweight motorcycles would average over 100 miles per hour. Racers were protected only 
with heavy sweaters and leather helmets. 



Wandamere Resort was sold one last time to the Granite Park LDS Stake, who operated it 
until 1921. Charles Nibley, Presiding Bishop of the LDS church, purchased the vacant land 
with his own money and gave the property to the City of Salt Lake, with the proviso that it 
would be used only for outdoor recreation. The following year, Nibley Park Golf Course was 
opened to the public and is still in operation today.
